The water situation In Mayavllle re- 
mains serious although the force of 
the Mayavllle Water Company has 
been working night and day in an ef- 
fort to protect the city from a very 
serioua water famine which would 
prove quite diaaatroua especially so 
in case of lire. 

Working all night last night, the 
workmen at the Water Works had the 
small bank juitiip operating until a 
very early hour this morning when It 
broke down ami for several hours 
there NvaiTno pumn runnli^i; At about 
I'l'vcn o'clock tlil.s niorniiiK (pne of the 
small house pumps was started and at 
three o'clock this afternoon it was still 
operating throwing a good sized 
Btream into the reservoir while the 
force waa at work on the bank pump 
to repair it and they expected to have 
It operating too by atx o'clock this 
evening. With hoth piimps operating 
the reservoir sould soon he tilled. . 

Taking all possible precautions. 
Mayor Russell this morhihg cut off the 
supply of wst^r to the C. ft O. engines 
at the local station and they are re- 
(luired to procure their water else- 
where imtll the situation Is relieved. 
The stand pipe on Edgcmont which 
fiirnlehes water to the reiiiili iits of 
Hint sulnirh is dry and they must seek 
I heir water elsewhere 'I'ln' M.\ysvllle 
Electric T.li'.ht Plant Is preparing to 
pump tlicir own water from the Ohio 
river for their large turbine engines 
thereby relea8lng«a large quantity of 
water dally for use In the homes nna 
smaller plants and factories 

At the request of M|yor T. M. Rus- 
soll, the Qovernment Engineers at 
Dam SS have one of their dredge boats 
at work near the intake of the Water 
Works clearing away much rubbish so 
that the pumps can work to a better 
advantage. 

If the Water Compai)| employes are 
successful In getting the second pump 
to work. thla evening the altuatlon will 
soon be relieved hut on the other hand, 
should there be an accident to put the 
on.' pump now in operation, out of 
eoniinisslon. there would be a serlour 
water famine within two hours as 
there Is no more than two feet of wat- 
er in the reservoir at the present 
time.

But it is possible, while 
Admiring his courage and eloquence aud while remembering the 
xmings of his country and sharing^n American aympathy for those 
v;rongs, to realize what an nnprecented and 'perilous thing it is 
that he proposes. " 

How can the United States, through a resolution of Congress 
approved by the Presideut, formally recognise the independence of 
Ireland under existing conditions T 

II^eland is, in international law and in the eyes of the world, a 
part of the British Empire. Most Americans think that Ireland ought 
not to be a part of that empire. But she is. And this being the case, 
the Irish problem is a domestic problem. Strictly speaking, it no 
more comes within the provinces of a body like the peace confer, 
enoe than does the status of the Philippines or Porto Rico, i 

So far, therefore, as the United States is concerned, it is not a 
political problem, but a moral problem. That is, the United States 
government can not properly intervene. The only legitimate pro- 
cess is the exertion of moral influence by the American people, along 
the jafne lines that have hitherto been effective, and may be more 
, effective hereafter if the matter is wisely directed. 

It has been truly said that the United States has no more busi- 
ness in giving formal recognition to Ireland just now than Great 
Britain would have in reeogiiizinfi: the independence of the Philip- 
pines. Either would be taken as a flagrant insult. Either would up- 
set the peace treaty and might It ad to war. 

Most of Ireland's level-headed friends in this country belie\e 
thst it is possible to right Irish ^vrongs without rushing into any 
Huch dubious enterprise as this, which might \ipset the world again 
without accomplishing its purpuose. — Lexington Leader.

The merchant who Is a known quan- 
tity in tiie community is safer to deal 
with, because ho will be on hand to 
make good If the goods do not live 
up to excpectatlons. It Is selilom in- 
deed that Ihe goods of a pediller are 
better for the money I ban lliose of- 
fered in the usual way by eslabllsh-

The lawyers, doctors, bankers, and 
business offlcos of all kinds are prac- 
tically paralyse^-the stenographers 
are at home. 

The governmeut ultioe^■, municipal, 
county, state and national, are crip- 
pled—the women stenographers and 
clerks are at home. 

The wheels of ail business are stop- 
ped — the telephone girls are all at 
home. 

Most retail businesses are reduced 
to the. minimum — the shoppers and 
moving picture goera.are all at home. 

The streets are In large measure de- 
serted, and pleasure resorts depress- 
ing spectacles— the women are all at 
home. 

What shall we say of the poor 
churches, with only the men who are 
in the habit of attending present at the 

01 vicoh? The women are all at home. 

Did you really mean what you said? 
Or did you mean Bonicthiug like this? 
Tluit the highest, most hles:<ed work 
that a woman can do in (he world ia 
tij keep well a home aiKi to rear ileal 
lliy. well-traiiii'il iliiliircn? 

Hut. can a woman keep her home 
wcli and rear liealthy cliildieii in com- 
munities where the housing conditions 
are bad and unsanitary, where the 
water supply Is Impure, the jnilk sup- 
ply Impure, and the profiteering of 
selfish male cititens, empowered with 
the vote, makes the cost of wholesome 
living beyond the reach of her meager 
purest 

Can she bring up children of clean, 
high character in a community where 
the laws for the preservation of order 
and the general good are either poor 
else poorly enforced? . 

Now, the most effective Instrument 
that has been devised up to the pres- 
ent time for regulating the conditions 
of civilized life Is the ballot, and since 
women are so vitally Interested in all 
the conditions that are affected by the 
bnilot, they have not only the right to 
the use of the ballot hut tlicy have a 
bounded duty to do all in tlieir power 
to remove every olL^truction that 
stands in the way of their rigiitful use 
of this effective Instrument 

Vou said some women would use 
the ballot but others would not. This 
Is .Just as true of men. We have not 
yet come to the place where the State 
feels Justifled in re<|ulring its cltlsens 
to vote, but certainly you will not de- 
ny that It la the function and the duty 
of the State to remove any arbitrary 
obstacles that ssay stand In the way of 
citlsens eamieing the right to vote. 

Now, Mr.^ Darly, you have fallen 
back on a long ago exploded shibbo- 
leth, which would Indicate that you 



have not bean kseping abreast of mod- 
ern thought and the march of events. 
If this iB true of a subject that began 
to be agitated In the United SUtas In 
1888 and has been constantly increas- 
ing In strength and volume until the 
present day, what guarantee have the 
citisens of Maaon county Oat you are 
any more modern In your Ideas on oth- 
er mattera that eOeet our naerai 
well-kelaiT ' 

What do you know about the con- 
ditions In our 6tate Refomintorlea as 
compared with conditions ami prac- 
tices In the more advanced States? 
Vr\\at do you know about the remed- 
iable conditions that have produced 
our large numbers of delinquents, de- 
fectives. drpendenlB. derelicts? What 
constructive and prevenllve measures 
have you to propose? What better 
remedial agencies than we now have 
in our State? 

What do you know about our Asy- 
lums for the Insane, the State Penl- 
tentlaries,^the Schools for the Blind, 
the Sohools for the Deaf and Dumb, 
the Feeble-Mtnded Institution, the Col- 
ony tor the Feeble-Minded, our very 
poorly devised and worse administer- 
ed fiducntlonal System? 

What do you know about the prob- 
lem of good roads? What do you 
know about the vexed problem of tax- 
ation? Why Is it that we boast In 
Kentucky of the largest and richest 
natural resources of any State in the 
Union and yet find our SUte Institu- 
tions so inadequately provided for and 
our State debt inoreaalng by leaps and 
hounds? Havsnt we had too much 
politics and too little statesmanship? 
What is your program? 
Since you think the woman's place 
is in the home, do you share also that 
twin opinion that there should be no 
Interference with the Pcr:;oiial Lib- 
erty of a citizen to destroy lii^ earn- 
ing power, waste his earnings, and 
bring to shame and want tlie woman 
whose life and happiness he took into 
his keening and the children for whose 
being he la responsible, or to cast 
them all a burden upon the honest 
taxpayer? 

Since you think the woman's place 
is in the home, do you share also that 
twin opinion that there ahould be no 
interference with th'e_Peraonal Liberty 
of a citisen to destroy his earning 
power, waste his earnings, and bring 
to shame and want the woman whose 
lite and happiness he took into his 
{ keeping and the 'children for whose 
I being he Is responsible, or to cast 
them all a burden upon the honest 
taxpayer? 

"Woman's place Is the liniiie" and 
the 'Pi'isnnal Liberty" doctrine are 
Inseparable running-mates. Are they 
separated In your own mind? 

Wo voted billions of money, millions 
of man, gave two years of hiKh pres- 
sure work, screamed the eagle, flew 
the flag, and stirred things up gen- 
erally to defeat the military enemies 
of democracy. 

Now Is It worth the time of a citi- 
sen, with a record for accomplish- 
ment, who has given earnest tlujuehi 
and study to our Institutions and tlie 
questions of government, lo give sixty 
days of his time to go down to Frank- 
fort and help improve all the condi- 
tions of living in the great Common- 
wealth of Kentucky? 

Having destroyed the enemies of 
Liberty, shall we now make intelligent 
use of Liberty? How much thought 
have you given to the subject? 

Is your answer tb "A Suffragist," 
"A woman's place Is in the home," a 
sample of the thinking you have been 
doing on all theae queatlons that so 
closely effect our Individual and cor- 
porate life?
